Exact time of death is not clear but the 
prisoner apparently killed himself just 
minutes before he was checked on by the 
investigating 
officer. 
Highway 
Patrol 
Trooper R. L. Bess. 
Stoddard County Coroner Ray Rainey 
estimated the time of death at about 10:30 
a m. Friday, which he said was caused by 
strangulation due to hanging 
Gilbert had apparently hooked his leather 
belt around his neck and a bar in the cell. 
His teet were touching the floor so he ap­ 
parently got on his knees and slumped down 
causing the belt to cut off the flow of air to 
his lungs. 
When he lost consciousness, his body 
weight finished the job he purposely star­ 
ted, investigating officers said. 
Before taking the fatal action, he had 
apparently removed all of his clothes except 


for a pair of undershorts 
The man had a history of criminal ac­ 
tivity but it is not yet known if there were 
any outstanding w arrants against him or if 
his arrests had any connection with the 
suicide. 
The episode started about 7 a m. Friday 
when Trooper Bess was contacted about a 
truck in a ditch on Route F north of High­ 
way 60 between Dexter and Aid 
Bess went to the scene of the accident and 
was unsuccessfully trying to determine the 
ownership of the truck when another 
motorist stopped and told the trooper about 
a man walking north on Route F. 
The motorist told Bess that he lived in the 
area, that the man did not belong in the area 
and that he had "never seen him before' ’. 
Bess found the subject about four miles 
north of Highway 60 walking along the road. 
He was wet and muddy — just as the 
motorist also had told the trooper 
When asked for identification, he had 
none 
At first he said his name was Johnny 
Saline, but "he was very vague about even 
that,"

recalled 
The man 
later 
changed that to “Johnny Cool". 
"Was he cooperative?" the trooper was 
later asked 


"No, right the reverse," Bess answered, 
saying the subject at that 
time was 
belligerent and uncooperative "It was all a 
big joke to him, I didn’t know what to 
think ” 
All he had in his possession were a pair of 
sunglasses, a comb and SI 24 
The subject was taken to the Dexter 
police station for purposes of identification 
and to try to determine the situation about 
the truck Officially, Gilbert was arrested 
for investigation of auto theft 
Police Chief Jim Teeters was in his office 
when Bess brought the man in He and 
Police Judge Herb Aarant were getting 
ready to leave the building 
Teeters said the trooper locked the 
subject in the cell and told him, “ I’ll be back 
later." 
When he and the judge got back, the 
prisoner was already locked up, Teeters 
said 
This was to be a temporary incarceration 
before moving the prisoner to the Stoddard 
County jail at Bloomfield. Bess said, so he 
did not remove his belt. 
Normally, the prisoner's belt would have 
been taken away from him at the time he 
was locked up

produced no major disclosures, but Carter 
was out to make contact, not news. He gave 
it all a first-name, personal touch, saying 
thank you to Pete and goodby to Mike. His 
callers' names appeared on a television 
screen in the Oval Office, where C arter and 
Walter Cronkite of CBS sat in orange ar­ 
mchairs, speaking into twin sets of goose­ 


necked microphones.

Carter, wearing a blue suit, sipped tea 
between answers — and told one caller 
about it, saying the only way to cut U.S. 
coffee prices is to reduce consumption. 
While there were no m ajor disclosures in 
what C arter had to say, there were 
refinements, and presidential statem ents 
on m atters that previously had been ad­ 
dressed by lesser officials. Among them: 
—Carter said he intends to move soon to

SOCIAL SECURITY AND DIVORCE 
In recent years there have been many significant improvements in 
the Social Security laws, resulting in more adequate incomes for 
millions of the elderly, the disabled, and their dependents and 
survivors. Nevertheless, there are certain categories of persons, 
among them divorced women, who still are inadequately protected 
by Social Security. 
Under current law, the divorced woman must have been married 
for at least 20 years in order to receive a wife’s or widow's benefit. I 
think this is an excessive requirement. A woman who has been 
married for less than 20 years may have spent her prime working 
years in the home and, as a result, would be left with either no Social 
Security protection or a very meager benefit based on her own 
earnings 
I have received letters from many women in Missouri who were 
married as long as 19 years, and who have been left without any 
Social Security benefits simply because of the arbitrary 20 year 
duration of marriage requirement now in the law. The present law 
seems especially inequitable in view of the fact that an undivorced 
woman may become entitled to a wife’s benefit only after one year of 
marriage or to a widow’s benefit after having been married only 
nine months. 
This year. I am again introducing in the Senate a bill aimed at 
correcting these problems The bill would lower from 20 to ten the 
number of years a divorced woman must have been married to 
qualify for Social Security benefits based on the earnings record of 
her former husband Although this MU has died in the last two 
Congresses. I am optimistic for passage this time. The bUl has been 
endorsed by the National Council of Senior Citizens, Inc., and em­ 
bodies recommendations made over the years by the President's 
Council on the Status of Women 
Social Security officials have advised me that if this biU is enacted 
into law, approximately 45,000 divorced women wUl become eligible 
to receive Social Security benefits based upon their former 
husbands' work records. Unfortunately, that number is likely to 
grow, as one out of every three marriages now ends in divorce. For 
this reason, it is important that this biU be enacted quickly.

U.S. embassy denies spying 


MOSCOW (A P) — The U.S. Embassy dismissed a Soviet al­ 
legation of spying as “ a classical piece of dis-information” 
Saturday, but dissidents said they feared it signaled a further 
attempt to silence them. 
In a major article Friday the government newspaper Izvestia 


said some members of the embassy staff were involved in a spy 
ring with Soviet dissidents who passed them secret m ilitary and 
scientific information. 
An embassy spokesman said the article was “ interlaced with 


slander and innuendo and as such we find it unworthy of any 
further comment at this tim e.” 
But the dissidents, especially Jew s on whom the attack fo­ 
cused, expressed concern. A statement signed by seven of them 
said they feared new antiSemitic repressions, and one of the 
Jews, Vladim ir Slepak, added, “ We think there w ill be arrests.” 
Scientists monitor pollutants 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Astronomers who norm ally look 


billions of miles into space have turned their radio telescope back 
to earth and discovered a simple new way to monitor at­ 
mospheric chemicals and pollutants. 
To find out what chemicals are floating in the distant recesses 


of our galaxy, scientists tune in to the natural radio signals 
generated by certain molecules. 
Astronomers at Harvard College Observatory and the 


Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory in Cambridge, Mass., 
found that the same principle also works closer to home. 
The National Science Foundation said Saturday that the radio 


telescope at Haystack Observatory in Westford, Mass., so far has 
detected and measured water vapor, ozone and carbon monoxide 
in the upper levels of the atmosphere.

THE PAY INCREASE 


On February 20, a federal pay increase became law. 
The public has expressed a completely justified outrage at 
this event. When I visited Missouri last week, my position 
on the pay increase was asked more frequently than any 
other subject. Over the past few weeks, my office has been 
flooded with mail, and my district offices have received 
hundreds of phone calls. Most people believe that the pay 
increase was a bad idea, and they are particularly upset by 
the way Congress handled it. 
1 personally voted against the increase. In fact, I 
cosponsored the resolution which would have disapproved 
the salary recommendations of both President Carter and 
former President Ford. 
I did so first and foremost because 1 do not believe the 
people of Missouri elected me to the Senate so I could vote 
myself a S I 2.900 salary increase. 1 think the key point that 
is involved here is the public’s perception of Washington. 
Many people across the country and certainly within our 
state feel that politicians come to Washington to “ feather 
their own nests.” 
Further, 
the 
way 
the increase was handled 
is 
indefensible. The salary 
increases were 
recommended by 
former President Ford, 
and subsequently endorsed 
by 
President Carter through a procedure which allowed the 
Congress 30 days to disapprove the recommendations. If 
either House had voted against the pay proposal, it would 
have been voided. Although the Senate did not take a vote 
on the issue. I ended up on the losing side. The Senate did 
not disapprove the President’s recommendations, but the 
House refused even to take a vote on the matter. The 
record should show clearly where every Congressman 
stands on an issue as fundamentally important as this one. 
Another unfortunate aspect of this matter is that 
most of the publicity 
has centered around the 535 
Members of Congress who will receive significant salary 
increases from this proposal. As a result, little attention 
has been given to the fact that a raise also will be granted 
to over 21,000 federal employees, including members of 
the judicial branch. I would agree that increases were 
needed in some cases for high level federal officials. 
Certainly 
the 
Vice 
President 
and 
members 
of the 
President’s Cabinet were underpaid. However, at many 
other levels of the bureaucracy, federal employees may 
earn more than their counterparts in private industry. 
This problem merits serious attention and corrective 
action, but the pay package ignores it entirely. 
There is one benefit which may be derived from the 
pay increase. It now seems certain that the controversy 
surrounding the increase w ill bring about a new and much 
stronger 
code 
of ethics 
on 
congressional 
behavior, 
particularly with regard to outside earnings. 
I have 
strongly supported a tougher code, and will do all I can to 
see that one is approved.

Metric system inches 
closer to acceptance

' Sooner or later we’ll all be 
meter readers. 
By the mid to late 1980's, the 
United States 
will 
have 
converted from the familiar 
English system to the metric 
system of measurement. 
Legislation proposed last 
session by Rep. Carl Muckier, 
D-Florissant, 
would 
have 
mandated the study of metrics 
in the state’s secondary and 
primary school system. 
In another bill, Muckier 
proposed that all new highway 
signs in the state indicate 
distances in both miles and 
kilometers. 
“ The 
purpose 
of 
the 
legislation was to ease the 
state into the metric system,” 
Muckier said. He called the 
* General Assembly’s response 
to the legislation “lackluster,” 
and has decided not to re­ 
introduce the measures this 
.fBtfion. 
Bince 
proposing 
the 
legislation, Muckier says he 
has had some second thoughts 
about 
the 
precedent 
the 
General Assembly might be 
setting 
in 
dictating 
what 
should be taught in the state's 
schools. 
But this enthusiasm for 
some 
sort 
of 
m etrics 
education program — be it in 
the classroom or on the high­ 
ways — has not abated. 
.-“It’s essential that high 
school graduates come out of 
the system with some sort of 
knowledge of metrics, which 
they are not getting now,” 
Muckier said. “I hope I got the 
department 
of education 
thinking.” 
But many citizens never 
heard of the metric system 
when they attended school, 


and Muckier believes the high­ 
ways provide fertile ground 
for introducing Missourians to 
the relationship between the 
system they will soon have to 
deal with and the English 
system of measurement. 
In committee hearings on 
Muckler’s highway sign bill, it 
was agreed that the highway

that it not become binding

Hunter indicated that the 
addition

distances to road signs added 
to the sign’s price, but that the 
highway 
department still 
intended to gradually intro­ 
duce the public to the new 
system. 
“ As 
engineers, 
we’ve 
always 
used 
the 
metric 
system in our work,” Hunter 
said recently. 
“But if you put a sign out 
there on route 63 saying 
Columbia was 48 kilometers 
away, nine out of 10 people 
would not know how far away 
the city really was ” 
The department now has 
some signs up along Interstate 
70 and Interstate 44 indicating 
that an upcoming city is 100 
miles, 160 kilometers, away. 
“We’ve been looking for a 
reaction to the signs, but we 
really haven’t had much,” 
Hunter said. “Occasionally, 
someone will come in and say 
the signs look nice or that they 
are interesting.” 
An informal poll of car 
dealerships in the Jefferson 
City and Columbia areas indi­ 
cated that different manu­ 
facturers are proceeding at 


different paces in the conver­ 
sion to metrics. 
Bruce McKay, owner of 
McKay Buick here, said that 
all Buick and General Motors 
cars in the 1977 model vear 
carry a speedometer gauged 
in miles per hour and kilo­ 
meters per hour as standard 
equipment. 
“The majority of the time, 
the people are interested in 
the other aspects of a car,” 
McKay said. “In the course of 
looking a car over, though, 
they’ll usually say ‘What are 
all these numbers doing down 
there 
(on 
the 
speedo­ 
meter)?’ ” 
Some of the nuts and bolts in 
the engine of McKay's car are 
sized in metric units. They are 
recognizable to mechanics 
because of a blue tint which 
McKay says makes his engine 
“look a little funny.” 
Ford Motor dealerships ex­ 
pressed some confusion over 
whether or not the company is 
including metric indications 
on car speedometers. 
A salesman at Joe Machens 
Ford in Columbia said the 
dealership had no cars in 
stock that indicated speed in 
both kilometers and miles per 
hour. 
“I don’t know if we could 
even order it for you," he said 
“This is the first I’ve heard of 
it.” 
A Ford representative in St. 
Louis said that a metric- 
English speedometer came as 
standard equipment on a 
Thunderbird. 
Many foreign cars have 
always been built to metric 
specifications, and Muckier 
says he has been driving in 
kilometers per hour for at 
least seven years, in his 1970 
Volkswagen

Dinger, now a state senator 
from Ironton, is the sponsor of 
a bill before the Senate that 
would 
abolish 
sovereign 
immunity. 
Far from being a routine, 
uncontroversial measure, the 
bill has raised cries of anguish 
from municipal officials who 
fear that increasing insurance 
rates will cripple Missouri 
cities financially. 
They say most municipali­ 
ties are constrained from im­ 
proving their poor safety 
records by limited tax powers 
and growing demands on their 
resources. 
Although the Dinger bill 
prohibits punitive damages 
and limits court awards to 
$50,000, the officials question 
vague language in the bill 
which they fear might permit 
a wide variety of claims. 
Sovereign immunity comes 
from English common law. 


the basis of U.S. law. The 
precept, a reflection of the 
authoritiarian 
nature 
of 
medieval rule, holds that the 
state is infallible. 
“Five or six hundred years 
ago, it was thought the king 
could do no wrong,” Tom 
Calderson of the Missouri 
Association of Trial Lawyers 
said. 
“We have been stuck with 
this feudal concept. We are 
insulating 
from 
liability 
governmental units for any 
wrongful act. It has no basis in 
justice or equity,” he said. 
Calderson, who called the

To abolish the protection of

impossible to find people to 
serve in some of these jobs.”

series of jury decisions across 
the country which have in 
some cases asked more of 
small towns than they take in 
annually in taxes.

After becoming familiar with 
their first mobile unit and car 
antenna, many CBers start 
looking for accessories such as 
power mikes and SWR meters. 
Then comes a second or even 
a third radio, including one that 
can be used for sideband trans­ 
mission 
But if you want to set up a 
base station in your home to 
“rachet jaw” during your spare 
time, don’t try cutting costs 
when buying your new antenna 
It’s possibly the most important 
piece of equipment you can 
buy. 
CB radios do not differ much 
in transmitting power since 
they are limited by the Federal 
Communications Commission to 
no more than four watts of 
power The price differences 
usually are due to various ex­ 
tras, 
improved construction, 
better adjacent channel rejec­ 
tion and sideband capability. 
Even the inexpensive mobile 
radio can be transformed into a

night said 298 bodies nad been

Bucharest 
apparently

hardest hit in Romania, which 
suffered the brunt of the dam­ 
age of the earthquake which 
struck about 9:30 p.m. local 
time Friday and registered 7.2 
on the Richter scale, making it 
one of the strongest tremors 
ever recorded in Europe. 
Diplomatic sources said the 
estimates came from U.S. med­ 
ical students helping in hospi­ 
tals On the basis of the num­ 
ber of casualties they saw com­ 
ing in and from conversations 
with doctors, the students said 
the death toll in the capital 
alone would go beyond 2,000 
and probably beyond 3,000, dip­ 
lomatic sources said. 
The U.S. diplomatic mission 
quoted Radio Bucharest as re­ 
porting that 72 persons were 
known dead elsewhere in Ro­ 
mania and 1,700 people hospi­ 
talized in the capital city, of 
whom 1,200 were seriously in­ 
jured. Radio Bucharest is oper­ 
ated by the Romanian govern­

dropped 25 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1976, compared to Fiscal

The ratio of con­ 
victions to cases investigated 
jumped 15 percent. Recoveries 
of ransom money amounted to 
more than $2.6 million, nearly 
twice that of Fiscal Year 1975. 
Some 226 kidnaping cases were 
investigated 
by the FBI 
in 
Fiscal Year 1975, and 170 last 
fiscal year. 


Although the number of ex­ 
tortion cases investigated by the 
FBI increased by eight percent 
in Fiscal Year 1976, convictions 
in extortion cases, totaling 82, 
increased by 15 percent over the 
previous year, Kelley reported.

taxpayers filing tax returns for 
1976 will notice several changes 
in the law resulting from recent 
passage of the Tax Reform Act 
of 1976, the Internal Revenue 
Service says. 
Before preparing their return, 
the IRS cautions, taxpayers 
should carefully read the in­ 
structions they received with 
their tax packages in order to be 
aware of changes in the law 
Those having preparers fill out 
their returns should also make 
sure the preparers provide an 
Employee 
Identification 
or 
Social Security number on the 
return. 
The IRS stresses that some 
new 
provisions 
in 
the 
law 
become effective on January 1, 
1977, or later and, therefore, 
have no bearing on the filing of 
1976 returns. 
One 
provision 
in 
the 
legislation affecting virtually 
everyone filing a 1976 return is 
the general tax credit. This 
provides a tax credit of $35 for 
the taxpayer as well as for each 
person listed as a dependent, or 
2 per cent of the first $9,000 of 
taxable income, whichever is 
larger. 
For a family of four claiming 
the credit and earning in excess 
of $9,000 in taxable income, the 2 
percent alternative, or $180, 
would exceed four times $35 or 
$140 The family’s general tax 
credit, therefore, would total 
$180 Larger families with six or 
more dependents should use the 
$35 per dependent computation, 
according to the IRS. 
Another result of the new 
legislation for 1976 returns, the 
IRS said, 
is that more in­ 
dividuals will be able to claim 
the earned income credit which 
is designed 
to benefit 
low- 
income working families. 
To qualify for the credit of up 
to $400 a year, a worker's total 
income 
for 
1976, 
including 
earned income, must be less 
than $8,000 
In addition, in­ 
dividuals must have paid more 
than half the cost of keeping up 
either an owned or rented home 
for themselves and for their 
child who was under 19 years of 
age or who was a full-time 
student, or for their disabled

benefits. Generally, taxpayers 
who incur expenses for the care 
of children or disabled depen­ 
dents in order to work for a 
living can take a tax credit equal 
to 20 percent of their costs, up to 
a maximum credit of $400 for 
one dependent and $800 for two 
or more. Taxpayers no longer 
have to itemize to get a tax 
break. The credit has been 
extended 
to 
divorced 
or 
separated parents who have 
custody of a child, to deserted 
spouses who supported a child 
for more than six months of 1976, 
and to individuals working part- 
time. 
Taxpayers will find that the 
minimum standard deduction 
increased to $1,700 for single

The reduction in the credit for

The Council recommendation 
for the CCC loan called for 
basing the rate on 85 per cent of 
the four- year weighed U.S. spot 
market average. Under current 
law, the rate is based on 90 per 


cent of the three-year average 
price of U.S. cotton in world 
markets. To assure that the loan 
level would allow U.S. cotton to 
compete in world markets, it 
was also suggested that the loan 
not be more than 90 per cent of 
the adjusted Liverpool “A” 
Index, a specific average of the 
five least expensive growths 
quoted there. 
In addition, the Council asked 
that the loan level announced by 
November 1 of each year be 
final. 
Regarding interest charges on 
CCC price- support loans, the 
Council recommended quarterly 
adjustments in interest rates to 
coincide with the lowest interest 
level the federal government is 
paying at the time on its or­ 
dinary obligations.

mendation was made on target 
price, the Council president 
cautioned that the target not be 
set too far above the loan.

Wild onions (or garlic) and 
vetch 
have 
caused 
serious 
problems in wheat fields during 
recent years, and indications 
are that the problem cannot be 
expected to be any better this 
season. Consequently, farmers 
should take steps to keep this 
problem under control this year 
Wheat price discounts for 
"garlicky” wheat were severe 
in many cases during recent 
harvest seasons. Two aerial 
onion bulblets in 1000 grams of 
wheat are sufficient to cause a 
load 
of 
wheat 
to 
grade 
"garlicky”, so a light level of 
contamination 
can 
have 
a 
serious effect on prices, the 
onion or garlic infestation can be 
expected to get worse if nothing 
is done about it and present 
market 
indications are that 
price discounts for “garlicky” 
wheat can be expected again this 
season. 
Wheat in fields infested with 
onions and garlic can be kept 
from grading "garlicky” by 


the temperature reaches 60-65 
degrees F. and the onions or 
garlic is actively growing. This 
treatment simply knocks the 
onions down to prevent the 
combine from picking up the 
aerial bulblets and mixing them 
with the harvested wheat. 
Several farmers have asked 
about using Banvel to control 
wild onions. Banvel has label 
clearance for use on wheat at a 
maximum rate of two ounces 
per acre. This light rate alone or 
in combination with 2,4-D 
requires 
additional 
research 
before it can be recommended 
for general use 
Vetch can be controlled by 
applying 2,4-D ester at the rate 
of 
one-half 
pound 
of acid 
equivalent 
per acre. 
This 
spraying with one-half to three- 
fourths pound of 2, 4-D ester 
after the wheat has tillered but 
before the jointing stage. Wheat 
can be severly injured if 2,4-D is 
applied before tillering and 
some injury can be expected if it 
is applied at or after jointing 
The 2,4-D should be applied after 


treatment should also be applied 
between 
the tillering 
and 
jointing stages. 
To completely eradicate wild 
onions or garlic is a long and 
costly process even in fields 
where eradication is feasible. 
Wild onion plants contain 
considerable food reserves 
stored in the underground bulbs 


which have a strong tenlency to 
resist drying, dormani, hard­ 
shell bulbs can remain tiable in 
the soil for as much as five or six 
years and become the source of 
re-infestation after ths above­ 
ground 
plants 
havt 
been 
destroyed. 
Consequeitly, 
a 
program d«*signed to -Tadicate 
wild onions v ill probably have to 


be continued for five or six years 
until all dormant bulbs have 
been sprouted Research results 
and farm experience indicate 
that the treatment necessary to 
eradicate onions consists of two 
applications of at least two 
pounds of 2,4-D ester per year 
applied spring and fall during 
this long- range period.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department said 
today that the island nation of 
Taiwan may develop into a $1 
billion-a-year market for U.S. 
farm products by 1980 or soon­ 
er, despite attempts by its gov­ 
ernment to diversify foreign 
sources of agricultural com­ 
modities. 
"Unable to greatly expand its 
own production, Taiwan is a 
steadily expanding market for 
farm products that holds con­ 
siderable promise for U.S. ex­ 
ports,” the department’s For­ 
eign Agricultural Service said. 
The report was in a weekly 
issue of Foreign Agriculture,’’ 
published by the agency. It was 
written by Amjad H. Gill of 
USDA’s 
Economic Research 
Service. Although not pointed 
out in the article, Taiwan is 
also known as the Republic of 
China. 
After the Chinese nationalist 
government fled in 1949 to Tai­ 
wan from the mainland, which 
now is the People’s Republic of 
China, the island was virtually 
an economic ward of the United 
States. 
"Until the mid-1960s Taiwan 
imported 
U.S. 
farm 
com­ 
modities under foreign aid pro­ 
grams but reached the takeoff 
stage in economic development 
around 1966 and has since been 
purchasing 
all 
agricultural 
commodities on a commercial 
basis," Gill said. 
By calender 1975 Taiwan was 
buying a record of $565 million 
of U.S farm products. Final 
statistics for 1976 were not 
available, but through the first 
nine months purchases total 
$346 million, Gill said. 
“Taiwan is already one of 
this country’s best customers 
for farm 
products, 
ranking 
third in the Far East behind 
Japan and South Korea,” he 
said. 
The United States and Japan 
are Taiwan's mo6t important 
trading partners. Japan's share 
of sales to Taiwan declined 
from 43 per cent of the total in 
1970 to 30 per cent in 1975 while 
the U.S. share grew from 24 to 
28 per cent. But Taiwan has at­ 
tempted to spread out its for­ 
eign 
commodity 
buying, 
recently purchasing wheat from 
Canada for example. "It also 
has agreements to buy wheat 
from Australia and com from 
South Africa and Thailand.

Typical claims made by these 
"herbicide hucksters" are: the 
products are non-toxic to people, 
livestock and fish i when in fact 
they may be hazardous); they 
will control all weeds up to three 
years (when in fact they may 
control only some, and not for 
three years); and they can be 
used on crops and pastures 
( when in fact they may damage 
or destroy these areas). The 
company often is located in a 
distent state, and the calls 
usually are made in the early 
morning 
or 
late afternoon 
Prizes 
sometimes are offered 


to the farmer if he will buy. 
One 
Missouri farmer, for 
example, was telephoned last 
year by a man claiming to be a 
salesman 
for a 
New York 
chemical 
company. 
The 
salesman said the company was 
offering a brush killer for $14 per 
gallon that would work better 
and cost less than a well known 
commercial brand. 
The salesman then said the 
product came only in 55 gallon 
barrels When the farmer in­ 
dicated he had no use for this 
much, the salesman allegedly 
said he had a few 35 gallon 
barrels, and the farmer than 
agreed to buy. He subsequently 
learned that the product came in 
5 gallon containers, and when 
his order arrived, the label 
showed that it took two gallons 
of the product to cover 1,000 
square feet. 
This does not 
compare well with a leading 
commercial brand, nor is it 
cheaper, 
but actually more 
expensive. 
An Audrain county farmer 
received about 10 scuh calls in 


eight months, but fortunately 
did not agree to a purchase 
These telephone 
hucksters 
plague farmers throughout the 
Midwest as well as in the East 
and 
west. 
Prosecution 
of 
suspected firms has been dif­ 
ficult because a legal case 
usually cannot be based on 
telephone 
conversations. 
Concerned state, federal and 
^private 
organizations 
are 
relying primarily on a news and 
public information campaign to 
make pesticide and herbicide 
buyers aware of the potential 
hoax. 
Missouri 
farmers 
should 
make it unmistakably clear to 
any telephone huckster that they 
are not interested in and will not 
pay for the pest or weed control 
products, 
Thompson 
says. 
Wavering 
buyers sometimes 
have been shipped the mer­ 
chandise C.O.D. 
Thompson says farmers with 
questions on pesticide or her­ 
bicide usage for certain crops 
and pests should contact their 
local extension service and not 


accept recommendations from 
telephone salesm en.

firm, said at the 64th annual 
Cattlemen's Day program at 
Kansas State University. "Now 
the end of the cycle depends on 
the drought that has plagued 
many parts of the country." 
Thorpe said the nation’s cat­ 
tlemen

herds sharply in the past two 
years in an effort to boost 
prices. He said the cow popu­ 
lation is down from 56.7 million 
Jan 1, 1975, to 52.4 million Jan. 
1 this year Feeder cattle num­ 
bers are down from 49 6 million 
to 45 5 million during the same 
period 
Cow numbers will continue to 
drop as long as the drought 
continues because of the lack of 
grass and roughage supplies 


available to cattlemen. Thorpe 
said, adding that the next 30 to 
90 days will be critical. "If the 
drought continues, so many 
more cows will have been cul­ 
led that the turn-around in 
prices will be even more dras­ 
tic when it does occur,” he 
said 
"Even if it does rain, con 
sumers can expect to pay more 
for meat when the cycle is 
completed," Thorpe said. "But 
if it doesn't rain soon, and 
enough to break the nationwide 
drought, 
consumers will be 
paying even higher prices when 
the cycle finally is completed 
because of the additional reduc­ 
tion in cattle numbers that will 
have taken place."

Depleted pastures need fertilization

PORTAGEVILLE - The fall 
of 1976 was a dry and cool 
season. Pastures such as fescue 
or orchardgrass 
made little 
growth We went into the winter 
with grasses already eaten to 
the 
ground 
Many 
livestock 
farm ers depend on small grain 
pastures for most of winter 
forages. We all know now that 
these pastures were a total flop 
this 
winter 
The 
dry 
soils 
prevented germination, and the 
extremely cold weather came 


much earlier than usual. This 
left 
livestock 
farm ers 
with 
prim arily two decisions: 1) to 
sell most of their stock of 2) 
leave stock on 
the already 
exhausted pastures and feed 
them. 
If you kept your livestock you 
should certainly be preparing to 
fertilize the pasture Both of the 
cool season grasses have broken 
dormancy and started to grow 
During the past two years we 
have encouraged overseeding 
the 
grasses 
with clover 
to 
conserve nitrogen and improve 
quality This is still an excellent

program, but a little extra is 
needed for this year. 
In order to get those pastures 
"recharged" it is recommended 
that 60 to 75 pounds of actual 
nitrogen be applied on :,4 of the 
pasture soon as possible The 
other •» could be overseeded 
w ith ladinoor red clover soon as 
possible 
Actually, the clover 
should 
have 
already 
beeen 
seeded 
The nitrogen will give rapid 
growth and provide 2 to 3 tons of 
forage per acre or more 
Cattle 
should 
be removed 
from pasture if at all possible 
until grass gets 4 to 6 inches tall 
If this can’t be done continue 
feeding until grass has a chance 
to grow a little 
Cattle 
should 
be removed 
from pasture after application 
for 24 to 48 hours or until it rains 
This is a safety precaution to 


prevent poisoning 
It is sometimes necessary to 
leave cattle on the pasture If 
this is done, be sure to keep a 
close watch on them for signs of 
sickness Use a good grade of 
fertilizer with no chunks and 
keep plenty of water available 
Prim ary sources ol nitrogen 
to apply are ammonium nitrate, 
urea, or solution 28 These are 
all equal when applied at the 
same rate of N Some loss of N 
will occur from urea if applied to 
pastures in the summer, but no 
loss should occur at this time of 
year. 
If solution nitrogen is 
used, cattle must be removed 
from the pasture until a light 
rain occurs 
If you need some lush green 
forage this spring, topdress with

Cattails, 
reeds may 
b e good crop 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - A; 
crop researcher here admits he* 
envisions farmers one day har-» 
vesting rows of cattails or g ian t! 
reeds and marketing them on 
the basis of the amount of ener­ 
gy they can produce. 
And the dream of Dr. A. D. 
Allen, a researcher for Midwest 
R esearch Institute, may not be 
so far in the future. 
He and two colleagues, W. R. 
Benson and Dr. A D. McElroy, 
have been studying such a pos­ 
sibility since August 
"W e started this project with 
a healthy amount of skeptic­ 
ism ." Benson said Tuesday, but 
based on their studies they pre­ 
dict 
that the average home 
could be heated for about two 
and a half months during the 
dead of winter by crops har­ 
vested from one acre of land. 
They were to present their 
prelim inary findings to a con­ 
ference on the production of 
biom ass, organic material of 
all 
types, for conversion to 
fuels and chemicals Wednes­ 
day. 
Their study specifically 
considered crop residues, for­ 
ages and grasses 
They studied the possibility of 
using land considered too bar­ 
ren for cash crops to cultivate 
plants with a large amount of 
organic material, termed bio­ 
m ass. for energy-related use. 
The plants which often prove 
ideal for such use are those Al­ 
len defines as "underexploited 
species," or plants not geneally 
believed to be useful 
"W e set out to study the po­ 
tential of what was wasted or 
not used to the fullest capacity, 
such as crop residue or land 
not fully utilized on a renewal 
basis." Benson said 
He said the most promising 
area for production of crops in 
land where crops are thought to 
be difficult to raise is in the 
arid Southwest 
The giant reed is a promising 
crop prospect there The tall, 
stalky plant is used for soil con­ 
servation purposes or for reeds 
for 
woodwind 
musical 
in­ 
strum ents, but can withstand 
low rainfall and long days of 
sunshine 
Benson said believes if 80 per­ 
cent of all crop residues and 10 
per cent of forages that spoil 
a re converted into energy, four 
quadrillion BTUs (British T her­ 
m al Units, a measure of heat) 
could be produced per year He 
estim ates this nation uses 78 
quadrillion BTUs annually

A number of economists, most notably Harvard Prof. 
John Kenneth Galbraith, urge that whatever stimulus 
the Carter administration decides to give to the economy 
not take the form of tax breaks to individuals. Instead, 
they say,the money should be spent directly on programs 
to provide jobs for the unemployed. 
They argue that most people would only squirrel away 
their little windfalls for a rainy day rather than go on 
immediate buying sprees. 
Now if Americans were in the habit of putting their 
excess funds in a cookie jar in the kitchen cabinet, they 
might have a point. This would effectively remove the 
money from circulation and certainly be of no benefit to 
the economy. 
But even if they did elect to save rather than spend — 
which is by no means a foregone conclusion — most 
people would do so by adding to their bank accounts. And 
any bank that merely sat on its depositors’ money, as if it 
were some kind of great big cookie jar, would soon find 
itself in trouble. 
Banks are in the business of making money by lending 
money. A sudden infusion of savings on the order of 
several billions of dollars would be translated into loans 
for new housing, loans for business expansion and a 
whole range of other investments. 
But this is too slow, too hit-and- miss, too “unguided’’ a 
process for the liking of certain economists. It allows too 
much scope for individual financial decisions, made for 
individual financial gain, even if all these decisions 
ultimately combined to work for the good of all. 
What it comes down to is that they believe the gover­ 
nment (with the advice and consent of the social plan­ 
ners) knows what is best for Americans and how best to 
direct the flow of the nation’s wealth. 
The discussion may be academic at this point. Neither 
a massive tax reduction or new large- scale government 
attack on unemployment or other problems seems to be 
in the cards. 
What is more likely is that we will see the cautious 
application of a little of both kinds of stimulus, as the 
Carter administration attempts to steer a safe course 
between the still - clinging sands of recession on the one 
hand and the treacherous shoals of renewed inflation on 
the other.

TO REOPEN THE 
SLOV1K CASE 
From The 
Boston Globe 
Pvt. Eddie Slovik was the 
luckless soul who deliberately 
sought a court martial after 
deserting from the Army in 
Europe in 1944 Slovik. a poor 
kid from the Detroit slums, 
reasoned that he would do better 
in an Army stockade than 
dodging German bullets 
It 
never occurred to him that he 
might be led before a firing 
squad. As it turned out. he won a 
kind of immortality as the only 
U.S. soldier to be shot for 
desertion since the Civil War. 
Slovik left a young bride back 
home in Michigan. At last 
report, she was a patient living 
on welfare under an assumed 
name in a Detroit nursing home 
A lawyer representing her has 
asked 
the Army 
Board of 
Correction of Military Records 
to reopen the case so the woman 
can receive Slovik’s GI in­ 
surance, which now, with in­ 
terest, totals $61.000 
The lawyer, Bernard Edelson, 
is claiming that the Army 
committed legal and moral 
errors in executing Slovik on 
that January day in 1945. 
From today's vantage point 
that error is glaring We rarely 
execute these days- and not 
because of a heightened sense of 
humanity. Our wars are still as 
barbarous, if not more so, and 
our indifference to the fate of 
fellow human beings is perhaps 
even more chilling What has 
changed 
since 
Slovik's 
agonizing death (not one of 11 
bullets struck his heart) is legal 
perception 
Supreme 
Court 
justices 
now 
recognize 
the 


complexity, if not the futility of 
making 
capital 
punishment 
conform 
to 
constitutional 
requirem ents. 
A 
minority 
recognizes that invariably it is 
cruel and unusual punishment 
because it is not equally applied 
to those convicted of capital 
crimes. 
Slovik is a stunning example 
of the arbitrarily chosen victim 
Thousands of GIs were con­ 
victed of the same crime as 
Slovik by the same kind of 
tribunal in the same military 
theater in the same war. Yet 
only Slovik was shot. The of­ 
ficers who sentenced him were 
convinced to a 
man that 
someone higher up—a general, a 
congressman, 
the 
presiden- 
t—would commute the Slovik 
sentence. 
Some settlement should, of 
course, be made with Slovik’s 
widow. 
She 
has 
suffered 
grievously, as much a victim as 
her 
husband 
of cold and 
inhumane forces operating 
beyond her reason 
And the 
Slovik 
case 
should 
be 
reopened—not for the small bit 
of solace that would provide the 
widow, but for the enlighten­ 
ment it would provide a society 
so fitfully indifferent to the 
value of human life. 
Slovik should not have been 
shot. It is time, 32 years after the 
event, that we, as a society, said 
so to his widow and to ourselves.

WASHINGTON - Uncle Sam s 
credit around the world is as 
good as gold. Yet our federal un­ 
cle has run up a staggering "con­ 
tingent liability" that could 
jeopardize government-guaran 
teed loans, pensions and in­ 
surance benefits. 
The federal government has 
dangeroulsy overextended itself 
by the inconceivable sum uf $64 
trillion This outlandish figure is 
the sum total of all federal 
benefit payments, loan guaran 
tees and insurance programs 
H ie lion’s share, a whopping $46 
trillio n , is the am ount the 
government is obligated to pay 
in federal pension benefits 
It is unlikely, of course, that 
this enormous obligation would 
ever come due at once But a na­ 
tional calam ity could create 
such a demand on the govern­ 
ment that it might not be able to 
meet its commitments Just 5 per 
cent of the liability, if it should 
suddenly become due, would 
cost the Treasury $85 billion 
But the real danger is the con­ 
stant. spectacular increase of 
this "contingent liability.’ It has 
soared an astounding 1007 per 
cent just since 1971 And no end 
is in sight. 
The government has also lost 
control of the pension deficit In 
the last four years, the deficit has 
soared from $251 billion to the 


frightening $46 trillion This 
meaas the government owes $4 6 
trillion more in pensions than it 
collects in its retirement funds 
Hep Ctiarles Vanik. D -Ohio, is 
deeply alarm ed over this 
perilous financial situation He 
told us that the "contingent 
liability” is not even considered 
part of the federal budget So he 
is drafting legislation to force 
Congress to include this huge 
obligation in its budget esti­ 
mates 
Somehow the public debt must 
be controlled; otherwise, a ftnan 
cial calamity is looming ahead. 
Glomar Gyrations: Two 
years ago, we broke the 
astonishing story that the 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
the Howard Hughes organization 
had joined forces to hoist a 
sunken Soviet submarine, or at 
least part of it, off die bottom of 
the Pacific. Now we have 
learned from the Howard 
Hughes papers that the late 
billionaire tried to turn the tax 
payers’ investment into a profit 
for himself 
Hu* amazing submarine feat 
was achieved by a giant claw 
which was lowered three miles 
to the ocean floor With TV 
cameras for eyes, the great claw 
clamped hold of the sunken sub 
and lifted it slowly to the surf ace 
According to some reports the 


sub broke apari and the larg er 
section plunged back to the bot­ 
tom 
We also reported that the 
secret venture cost the taxpayers 
an enormous $400 million, more 
than twice the cost of the Hoover 
Dam Yet the retrieved sub was 
18 years old. obsolete and.

Jimmy lloffa's Ghost? 
Teamsters pension fund and 
trustees may be hit for I ZOO 
million back taxes 
WASHINGTON- This is a 
script with a flashback which 
hurtled to mind the other day 
while 1 was passing Miami 
Beach's Hotel Deauville That 
was the roaring scene of a 
national Teamsters' convention 
which was Jimmy Hoffa's finest 
glowing hour back in July 1961. 
But first, before the flashback, 
note this - one of the govern­ 
ment's 
highest 
enforcement 
officials has just told me that the 
Teamsters' notorious Central 
States pension fund now has an 
Internal Revenue Service tax 
liability of some $200 million 
Further this source adds that 
if the IRS decides because ol a 
technical legal deadline in mid- 
June to withdraw the $1 4 billion 
fund's tax exemption, and the 
fund doesn't have the $200 
million in cash to pay into the 
U.S. Treasury, the money would 
have to come out of the pockets 
of fund trustees present 
and 
past 
And if the trustees, such as 
Teamster's general president 
Frank 
“Fitz" 
Fitzsimmons, 
don't happen to have an extra 
$200 million handy, the money 
would eventually come right out 
of the retired teamsters' pen 
sions 
and 
po«-kets 
Retiree 
payments would have to 
be 
slashed 
Thu» has happened 
before to pensioners in other 
unions 
How could all this come 
about’’ Well, the teamsters, 
mostly the grisly Jimmy Hoffa 
who controlled the fund almost 
from its inception, just got 
cocky. Always they felt, they 
had 
friends 
in the highest 
government and political cir­ 
cles 
It wasn't a matter of 
stealing 
Pension fund loans 
were 
legally 
distributed 
as 
though it were signup off time 
on a freighter just docked in a 
jumping port after a year at sea 
Now for the flashback: 
I 
researched the records uf that 
1961 
Teamsters 
convention 
Jimmy was the hero He was 
hailed by, among others, the two 
sons 
of 
Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt, John and James 
John 
Roosevelt was the 
Central Stales Driver's Council 
financial adviser then - and for 
a long while afterwards Jimmy 
Hoffa introduced him to the rip 
roaring, cheering audience as a 
"very 
wonderful 
and 
un­ 
derstanding man " 
In 
reply, 
John 
Roosevelt 
fawned 
"Mr. Chairman, Jimmy, I 
know you loo well to call you 
Mr Chairman ’ I want to thank 
you for your kindness in making 
me a guest of your great con­ 
vention here. I understand that 
either late tonight or probably 
tomorrow you (the delegates - 
VR) will select your president 
for the next five years 1 can 
only tell you •• and this is 
presumptuous on my part. I 
know -- that if I were a delegate 
there would be no question ... 
that I would vote for Jimmy 
Hoffa ” 
Then John Roosevelt said he 
had worked with Hoffa for some 
years and "this has been a most 
satisfactory 
experience." 
Finally Roosevelt said he hoped 
that "in the years to come 
Jimmy" won’t "be under the 
continual harassment of certain 
agencies of the government " 
There was also a telegram of 
greeting from brother James 
Roosevelt. The theme was the 
same -• Jimmy was being 
persecuted by authorities Yet 


these were the years when Hoffa 
was reaching for actual national 
dictatorial control. I do believe. 
He was tougher than any power- 
driven 
man 
in 
American 
history He saw himself as a 
second government And there 
is evidence of his friendship with 
Mafia dons across the land 
And 15 years and three con­ 
ventions later- this time in June 
1976 in Las Vegas -- powerful 
men and high government oC- 
ficials again took the Teamster 
conclave stage and praised the 
delegates Many of these were al 
the 1961 gathering The thep 
Secretary of Labor. Bill Usery; 
told them, "Let me assure you 
that even though I don't have $ 
Teamsters card, I belong to this 
club because 1 believe in it."

And the audience glowed likf 
the massive Vegas neon light} 
on the strip outside It was that 
glow which bathed them in a

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Should your child use a calculator? 


By JILL CORTI 
"Today, one out of every three children in the 
United States has access to a calculator-either In the 
classroom or at home. Scores of elementary schools 
throughout the country are using mlnlcalculators with 
specially designed games and worksheets to teach 
math at the kindergarten and first grade levels, and in 
some schools children are bringing them from home to 
do classroom work." 
Good Housekeeping Magazine, Feb. 1977 issue 
SHOULD YOUR CH ILD USE A CALCULATOR? 
Ernest Elledge, director of curriculum of the 
Sikeston Public Schools and Robert Miller, director of 
elementary education, voiced their opinions In a 
recent interview. 
Elledge sees the calculator as a motivational object 
for slow learners, but he sees that the calculator would 
be a crutch for others. 
Miller agreed and added that mathematics is put­ 
ting skills together one after the other through means 
of understanding and drill. 
Both would see problems for students in setting up 
the calculator for word problems. 
When asked if the calculator would be brought Into 
the Sikeston System, Elledge felt concern about repair 
costs and that the cost would be half of the total tex­ 
tbook costs. 
But yet, the major factor is that " It has not been 
proven to us that it's the best approach." 
The National Council on Teachers of Mathematics is 
endorsing the use of calculators in the classroom as 
means of reinforcing learning. 
For example, a child should do the calculation of a 
problem on paper and check it with a calculator. 
But what about teachers in the Sikeston system, how 
do they feel? 
Wade Bedwell, principal of Lee Hunter School, who 
is working on his doctorate at Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale in special education, said he 
felt that children who are discalculate-those who are 
unable to manipulate figures in their heads would be 
the only students that he could see the calculator being 
used for. 
Although the use of the calculator is not present in 
the elementary level of the school system, Bedwell 
agreed to let the Standard interview teachers of 
remedial math and fifth grade to see how they would 
feel about using them. 
Mrs. Clara Hobbs, a morning remedial math in­ 
structor at Lee Hunter, holds classes for the second 
through fourth grades. 
Some of the classrooms range from four to eight 
members. 
Mrs. Hobbs said she would like to have calculators 
but feels that income would be a factor. 
She feels that with a remedial child the quicker he or 
she sees a response to a problem, the better it is. 
Gerald Oliver, a fifth grade teacher, says he feels 
that the calculator should not be used In the early 
grades until the child learns the basic skills of adding, 
subtracting, multiplying and dividing. 


He does feel, that the calculator out on the m arket 
that gives a child a program on adding and sub­ 
tracting with the child supplying the answer, is a good 
reinforcement. 
However, Oliver says he will remain skeptical on 
the use of calculators on the elementary level until he, 
too, sees the results. 
Calculators have been used in the Sikeston High 
School upper levels in the fields of math and advanced 
science, such as chemistry and physics. 
W.W. Wilkison, a retired head of the Sikeston math 
and science department, talked briefly about the use 
of calculators. 
He sees the use of calculators in the fields of science 
and math as a great help and timesaver. Although he 
had calculators in his classroom , he would not let his 
students use them exclusively as he feels— "w e should 
rule the machine, not let m achines rule us." 
Calculators don't think for you, you think for them 
by selting up the method, W ilkison added. 
W ilkison feels that the calculator in elem entary 
levels should not be used until the mastery of basic 
skills is obtained because it would be a crutch. 
He added, "It is important to learn the basic skills, 
but it is also important to know when to apply these 
skills." 
Although the use of calculators is not present in th< 
Sikeston Elem entary Schools, the use of calculators 
for an "aw ard system " has been employed at the 
Warren E. Hearnes Elem entary School m ath lab in 
Charleston. 
M rs. Ann Tucker, an instructor in the math lab, says 
that the use of the calculator is strictly on a reward 
basis, but it does help the children learn their number 
factors. 
Robert Graham, principal at the Hearnes School, 
says this is the third year they have had the 
calculators shown in the pictures. 
M rs. Tucker says if she tells a child that when he is 
finished with his work he can work on the calculators, 
it "builds a fire under h im " to get going and to do his 
work. 
The type of calculator in use at the school is one 
which gives a problem, the child supplies the answer 
and if the answer is right, a sm iley face is flashed on 
the screen; if it is wrong, a frowning face will appear 
with the correct answer to the problem. The same 
problem will be flashed on the screen for the student to 
try once more until he gets the right answer. 
So, should your child use a calculator? 
The answer is up to you. 
If in doubt, we suggest you talk with your child's 
teacher and see his views. Undoubtedly he will 
probably not want it used when doing homework, from 
the opinions you've just finished reading. 
However, if you do wish to buy your elem entary age 
child a calculator, the one recommended is the type 
with the basic skills of multiplication, division, ad 
dition and subtraction with clear key, or the type of 
calculator that gives a problem with the child sup­ 
plying the solution.

So far as it can be traced 
down, Girl Scout troops, or what 
are called lone troops, have been 
in the Sikeston area for 55 years 
Lone troops, according to Miss 
Aslin, are troops without a 
structured council to provide 
services and training 
Many 
lone 
troops 
existed 
in

beginning years of Girl Scouting 
as councils were mainly found in 
the 
metropolitan 
areas and 
eastern parts of the United 
States 
Leaders in the Sikeston area 
of some of the first lone troops 
were Mrs D L Bloomfield, 223 
Moore, and Mrs W alter Ancel, 
206 Dorothy St 
From the mid 1920's until 1947 
Girl Scouting in this area was 
mostly come-and go lone troops 
In 1947, however, the Girl Scouts 
of America granted a temporary 
charter to what is now the 
Cotton Boll Council 


Key communities who were 
very helpful in the process of 
obtaining a structured council 
were, Kennett, Sikeston, Dexter, 
Caruthersville and Poplar Bluff.

that point on. Other Christians, 
including many Protestants, fall 
in line with the Platonic concept 
of the infusion of the immorta' 
soul at tim e of birth, and so for 
them abortion before viability is 
acceptable. 
But both of these concepts are 
pagan. The Bible does not teach 
that an immortal soul is put into 
a person at any time. Genesis 
2:7 teaches that at Creation God 
formed a body of dust, breathed 
into it “the breath of life," and 
man becam e a soul. The soul 
does not exist until, or after, the 
body has life. Does a baby 
become a soul when it takes a 
breath, or has it been a soul all 
along? It should be noted that it 
was used to translate so many 
Hebrew words, and «0 many 
post scriptural mean ngs were 
attached to it, modern tran­ 
slations of the Bihie avoid the 
use of the word soul 
The 
Septaugint 
version 
of 
Exodus 21:22, 23, which refers, 
not to abortion,

interprets the individuality of 
the fetus as dating from the tim e 
ti displays human resem balnce. 
This shows the respect God has. 
But doctors find that a difficult

Calorìe value of bran 


Questions from readers about food and diet are wdcomed. Letters 
should be addressed to: Dr. James W. Nordstrom, Cooperative 
Extension, Lincoln University, Jefferson City, Mo. 65101. 
Q. What is the caloric value of bran? I notice that bran breakfast 
cereal has about the same amount of calories per one ounce serving 
(110) as wheat flakes. 
A. Wheat bran is not very digestible and therefore has little caloric 
value. However, bran products sold for human food frequently 
contain other parts of the wheat kernel that are more easily 
digested. Also, various products are often added sudt M molasses, 
wheat germ and sugar which are high in calories and thus will enrich 
the energy value of the ‘‘bran’’ food. 
You are probably referring to 40 per cent bran breakfast cereal, 
since "all-bran” varieties usually have about 60 calories per ounce. 
If you read the label, you are likely to find that "all bran” contains 
sugar and may also have some malt extract, wheat germ, etc. 
Nevertheless, the bran breakfast cereals are very effective ways to 
increase fiber in one's diet. 
Fiber is the term used for the nondigestible carbohydrate portion 
of foods, and it therefore can be said thBt bran has a high fiber 
content. The laxative effect of bran is caused by its water holding 
capacity in the intestine. When added to diets, the increased volume 
of relatively soft material in the lower intestine tends to result in 
easier and more frequent elimination. 
It appears doubtful that increasing fiber in the diet will do all the 
things that are claimed (reduce the likelihood of colon cancer, heart 
disease, varicose veins, etc.) However, simply improving regularity 
is a good enough reason for consuming more fiber or "roughage". 
Besides the grains, vegetables and fruits also add fiber to diets 
(especially when eaten raw). Nutritionists tend to agree that 
reducing sugar and fat in our diets and increasing intake of plant 
foods-preferably unrefined or lightly processed--will be beneficial to 
health The good effects of eating more fruits, vegetables and whole 
grains go far beyond their fiber contribution, of course. 
These foods can be used in diets to help reduce intake of calories 
and add valuable vitamins and minerals that may otherwise be 
lacking. 
Q. Is there any difference in the actual value of vitamins sold in 
supermarkets compared to those sold by door-to-door sales people? 
A No, except in price. The most economical kinds are usually the 
“one a day” brands that contain the minimum daily allowances of 
vitamins plus iron in a single pill As you probably have noticed, 
almost anything sold door to-door is much more expensive. 
Claims matfe about the superior value of “organic” or “natural” 
vitamins are nonsense The body can’t tell the difference between a 
synthetic and a “natural" vitamin since they are identical in fun­ 
ction and in essential chemical composition. 
Also, don’t be misled about the advantages of massive doses of 
vitamins. Our system only requires a certain level of these vital 
nutrients, and excesses are not useful-in fact, gross amounts may 
be harmful. 
The best way to obtain the vitamins needed for health is from good 
foods in a balanced diet When food intake is judged to be inadequate 
to provide for vitamin requirements, the one-a-day capsule of 
vitamins plus iron should suffice.
